Lippin- 
cott, $3. Tentative date July 8. 


The novelist wanted to go to Ankara to see 
a girl, so, when U.N. authorities persuaded 
him that he could just as well go the long 
way round, stopping in Korea to gather ma- 
terial for a documentary film, he agreed to 
undertake the assignment. The trip from his 
lorida home to New York, and from New 
York to Korea afforded him opportunity for 
reflections on subjects in the cabbages and 
kings categories; Korea itself furnished all the 
material he needed for a movie script which 
caught the character of the people and the 
nature of their plight. Vigorous, straight- 
from-the-shoulder reporting and interpreta- 
tion of the Korean War, world affairs, and 
a variety of timely topics. 


Morris, Malcolm. The wise bamboo. Lip- 
pincott, $3.50. Tentative date June 10. 


Managing the Imperial Hotel in Tokyo after 
the war presented all ‘the usual difficulties 
of hotel management, plus several extra aris- 
ing from the fact that the hotel had been 
lamaged by bombing, that it became a military 
establishment, and that the manager and the 
staff spoke different languages. As reported 
here the manager’s diplomacy and sense of 
humor—his ability to bend with the gale- 
helped him through many trying situations 
with staff and guests, especially after officers’ 
wives were included among the guests. Some 
understanding comments on Japanese charac- 
teristics are interspersed in the entertaining 
account.

Caulfield, M. F. The black city. 
$3. July 24. 


A panoramic and compellingly written novel 
which moves its camera eye over the city 
of Ulster, Ireland in the restless summer of 
1935. Physically blackened by industry and 
spiritually blackened by religious prejudice, 
the town erupts into rioting when the Orange 
Irishmen sweep into the Catholic ghetto on 
York Street. The action races from one group 
to the other in the population, including ag- 
gressors and victims and those who, like a 
Greek chorus, watch in the sidelines to report

on disaster. The futility of achieving political 
ends by violence is plainly inferred. 


Martenet, May Davies. Taw Jameson. 
Knopf, $3.75. Tentative date June 8. 
Writing from the English prison where he is 
serving a sentence for manslaughter, Taw 
Jameson tells how he came to be in such 
circumstances. At nineteen, orphaned and 
barely literate, Taw emerged from the North 
Carolina mountains and took a job as house- 
man for the Heywards. Kitty Heyward, rid- 
den by memories of poverty and squalor, was 
not content with the wealth she had acquired 
through marriage, but was determined also 
to marry her daughter Chloe to the bidder 
who could offer the most exalted title. Instead 
of developing his own natural gifts, Taw 
chose to remain where he could watch over 
Chloe; in the end, by accidentally killing the 
man who threatened her happiness, Taw in- 
sured Chloe’s marriage to the boy she had 
loved all her life. A romance with sufficient 
depth to take it out of the light love story 
classification. Serialized in Ladies’ Home 
Journal. 


Morris, Katharine. Country dance. Dut- 
ton, $3. July 13. 


A dance held in the rural English country- 
side brings into focus two romances between 
families who are geographically close but 
miles apart in social status. Sarah and Pigeon 
are the daughters of Doctor Harlow, whose 
gentility screens a real poverty. Both girls 
fall in love with Tim and Rodney Morton 
on the nearby farm. Pigeon loses Tim when 
he is killed in a motorcycle accident, but 
Sarah crosses the tightly drawn caste lines to 
marry Rodney. The lyrical nature writing 
and full-boded characterization make up for 
a mechanical plot and lukewarm suspense. 


Island of the blue 
macaws, and sixteen other stories. Lip- 
pincott, $3.50.

The 17 stories are the author's choice of those 
he has written since 1939. All but one of the 


stories have been published in Saturday 
Evening Post, Collier’s, or other magazines 
of the same popular character.
